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Vacant School Site off Ridge Is Studied 
For Possible Center School Replacement

A new dimension has been 
added to the discussion of 
Greenbelt Center School's 
future — the possibility of 
an elementary school-middle 
school complex on part of 
the 72-acre county-owned 
school surplus land. This 
land, which was designated 
in the middle 1960 ? s for a 
senior high-junior high-ele¬ 
mentary school complex, has 
been sought by the City of 
Greenbelt for over a decade. 

Anticipating success in its 
quest, the city is awaiting a re¬ 
sponse from Prince Georges 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening, announcing the official 
date that the land will be trans¬ 
ferred. The tract, which the city 
plans to keep as parkland, is 
located between the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. property on 
Ridge Road, with 10 acres situa¬ 
ted north (Parcel 1) and 62 ac¬ 
res south (Parcel 2) of North¬ 
way Road Extended. 

However, the possibility surf¬ 
aced recently that the school sys¬ 
tem might use part of the sur¬ 
plus school land. In a September 
16 letter to Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Councilmember Richard Cas- 
taldi, the county school system’s 
Director of Planning, John C. 
Huffman, noted that there was 
an alternate site on which to 
build a new Greenbelt Elemen¬ 


tary School—“. , . the 70 acres 
located near Ridge Road be¬ 
tween Northway and Hamilton 
Place.” He also said, “W> have 
discussed the possibility of using 
. . . the 70 acres as an elemen¬ 
tary school - middle school com¬ 
plex, This idea provides the 
community of Greenbelt with 
two new educational facilities.” 
(An elementary school requires 
10 acres of land; a middle school 
20 .) 

The Greenbelt Middle School 
is currently placed in the County 
Public School’s Capital Improve¬ 
ments Program for renovation in 
Fiscal Year 1992, with planning 
to begin in Fiscal Year 1990. 

Final Decision 

A final decision by the Prince 
Georges County School Board on 
whether to renovate Greenbelt 
Center School or construct a new 
building on another site has been 
postponed until the middle of 
1989. However, a preliminary 
decision will be made this fall, by 
the school system’s Facilities 
Committee, so that an applica¬ 
tion for state funding can be in¬ 
itiated. The committee is com¬ 
posed of school administrators 
and school board member Su¬ 
zanne Plogman. 

Originally the deadline for a 
decision on Center School pro¬ 
posals was October 31, 1988. 

However, more time was needed 
for public hearings and for dis¬ 
tribution of surveys to parents, 
school staff and the community. 


(The survey will also be printed 
in the Greenbelt News Review.) 
A recomendation by the Facili¬ 
ties Committee will be made af¬ 
ter the group evaluates the sur¬ 
veys. 

Charette 

At the July two-day charette 
concerning Center School, R. C. 
Garcia, charette coordinator and 
Vice President of SHWC, the ar¬ 
chitectural firm given the man¬ 
date to study the possible reha¬ 
bilitation of the facility, pre¬ 
sented two alternatives open to 
school administrators and to the 
community: to rebuild the pre¬ 
sent school within historic trust 
guidelines to create as useful an 
educational structure as possible, 
or to locate a new site and plan 
a wholly new structure with the 
most advanced educational de¬ 
sign. 

Garcia indicated that the best 
educational value would be a- 
chieved by building a new school, 
but that the best social and cul¬ 
tural solution would be gained 
by restoring the existing build¬ 
ing. 

Mentioned as possible sites for 
a new elementary school are the 
school surplus land, Parcel 2, 
North End School and two Board 
of Education-owned sites along 
Mandan Road in Greenbelt East. 
According to school officials, ren¬ 
ovation of Center Sfchool would 
require the transfer of students 
to Bladensburg Elementary until 
rehabilitation work was comple¬ 
ted. 


Negative Response Causes Fire Dept. 
To Withdraw Las Vegas Night Request

Following angry objec¬ 
tions from citizens at the 
October 3 regular council 
meeting, Fire Chief Mike 
Dutton withdrew the Green¬ 
belt Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Rescue Squad, 
Inc.’s request to change its 
lease to allow for “regular” 
Las Vegas nights. 

The purpose of the request, 
according to Dutton, was to raise 
much-needed funds for a new 
pumper. A change in the lease 
would allow the fire department 
to act as “host” to two organi¬ 
zations who would actually run 
the events. Ken Stair of the fire 
department said the plan essen¬ 
tially called for the fire depart¬ 
ment to set up, clean up and col¬ 
lect a rental fee from the two 
groups. 

Dutton indicated that if the 
plan for the Las Vegas nights 
was not approved, the GVFD&- 
RS would be forced to ask the 
council for a tax increase. He 
noted that the fire department 
has already sold an ambulance 
and a pumper in an attempt to 


raise a down-payment for the 
new pumper, which would cost 
about $200,000. 

Most of the citizens who spoke 
at the council meeting said they 
would prefer a tax increase to 
the noise, traffic, and parking 
problems they felt the regular 
Las Vegas nights would create. 

Joe Wilkinson, who is usually 
against tax hikes, said he was 
opposed to the Las Vegas 
nights, but was 100% behind the 
fire department and would even 
support a tax increase. Wilkin¬ 
son also called for a fund drive 
to purchase the new pumper. He 
started it off by giving a check to 
Dutton and calling for donations 
at the meeting. 

Many citizens were especially 
opposed to the number of days 
and times of the proposed Las 
Vegas nights: Tuesday, Wednes¬ 
day, and Thursday from noon to 
11 p.m. and Friday from noon 
to 2 a.m. Mary Helen Spear no¬ 
ted the overlap with times chil¬ 
dren would be coming and going 
from Braden Field which is 
close to the fire house. She ex¬ 
pressed concern that children 
might be endangered by the in¬ 


creased traffic and she said she 
would prefer a tax hike to the 
gambling events. 

Dutton reminded council that 
a request for a tax increase to 
buy a new pumper was made by 
the GVFD&RS last February. 
Council turned down that re¬ 
quest. 

Cathy Meetrie presented a pe- 
tion signed that night before the 
council meeting by over 90

PURCHASE OF PARCEL 2 IS 
APPROVED BY CITY COURCIL

With a touch of electricity in the air the Greenbelt City 
Council approved the purchase of Parcel 2 from Charles S. 
Bresler and others, for $360,000 for park and municipal 
purposes at its regular meeting, October 3. The 10-acre 
parcel lies along the Baltimore-Washington Parkway be¬ 
tween Gardenway and Hamilton Place, and is a portion of 
the original green belt. Bresler, in a telephone conversa¬ 
tion with City Manager James K. Giese, appeared to accept 
the timetable for the purchase — paper work, survey, etc.— 
unless he heard otherwise from the other owners. The 
citv's $6 million bond issue will provide the funds.

ditional $10,000 for legal fees, 
survey, and title insurance to 
complete the transaction. 

Indoor Pool 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld explain¬ 
ed to council and audience that 
he was reluctant to get into de¬ 
sign changes for the indoor 
swimming pool with only three 
of the five members of council 
present. (Edward V.J. Putens 
and Thomas X. White were both 
out of town.) He suggested post¬ 
poning any decisions to the next 
meeting, October 13. 

Giese outlined what steps he 
throught council could take next. 
To direct pool engineers to draw 
up detailed plans is an expensive 
step, about $200,000, he cau¬ 
tioned. “It would be money down 
the drain if you don’t proceed to 


had reaffirmed its intent to con¬ 
struct an indoor pool at its pre¬ 
vious meeting, the full $2.5 mil¬ 
lion needed for construction costs 
is not yet available.

Prime Cable Asks Franchise 
Transfer to Connecticut Co.

Greenbelt cable subscribers will face their third cable 
franchise owner in five years if the proposed transfer of 
Prime Cable’s stock to a Connecticut-based company takes 


place. 

At a worksession on October 
5, city council discussed with 
Prime Cable President Winfield 
Kelly the ramifications of such a 
transfer. Prime Cable Corpora¬ 
tion and Waller Capital Corpora¬ 
tion announced in May that ML 
Media Opportunity Partners, L. 
P., a public limited partnership, 
has entered into an agreement 
to purchase the stock of Prime 
Cable of Maryland, Inc. which 
owns and operates two cable tel¬ 
evision systems in the Washing¬ 
ton-metropolitan area. 

Prime Cable currently pro¬ 
vides cable service to 19 areas 
in northern Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty including Greenbelt. When the 
transfer is complete, the two 
cable systems being purchased by 
ML Media Opportunity Partners 
will be managed by MultiVision 
Cable TV Corporation, headquar¬ 
tered in Greenwich, Connecticut. 

Kelly, the last outside investor 
in Prime Cable, said he will sell 
all of his stock and be out of the 
cable business when the transfer 
is complete. 

Council discussed with Kelly 
some of the technological chang¬ 
es that would result from the 
transfer. Greenbelt residents 
may be introduced to “pay for 
view” cable, a service which al¬ 
lows cable subscribers to order 
by telephone specific televised 
programming such as a movie or 
sporting event. The fee for each 
“pay by view” would then be 
charged to the subscribers’ mon¬ 
thly cable bill. Other technologi¬ 
cal changes still being discus¬ 
sed include the possibility of a 
necessary conversion of all re¬ 
mote-control units currently be¬ 
ing used with Prime Cable sys¬ 
tems. 

Probable Rate Increases 

A county-wide rate increase 
for cable service will likely go 
into effect in January. Both the 


basic cable rate and the fee for 
pay channels may increase by at 
least two dollars per month. 
Kelly explained to council that 
Greenbelt cable subscribers could 
have expected a rate increase 
even if Prime Cable had contin¬ 
ued to serve the area. He added 
that the transfer is not likely to 
affect the current employees of 
Prime Cable. 


Public Hearing 

A public hearing will be held 
on the proposed transfer of 
ownership of the cable televi¬ 
sion franchise serving Green¬ 
belt. The hearing will be at 6 
p.m, at DuVal High School on 
Thursday, Oct. 20. 

The closing v is expected for Oc¬ 
tober 31. The purchase of Prime 
Cable will bring to about 450,000 
the number of basic subscribers 
served by the systems of Multi- 
Vision. 

The agreement marks the first 
acquisition by ML Media Oppor¬ 
tunity Partners, which was re¬ 
cently formed by Elton H. Rule 
and I, Martin Pompadur with 
Merril Lynch and Co,, Inc., to in¬ 
vest in and operate media busi¬ 
nesses. 

The partnership sought to 
raise $100 million of equity. The 
offering was oversubscribed and 
was closed on April 26 with a- 
bout $112 million of equity rais¬ 
ed. 

In making the announcement, 
Rule and Pompadur said: “We 
are delighted to have entered in¬ 
to this agreement with Prime 
Cable of Maryland, Inc. and look 
forward to extending our cable 
television service to northern 
Prince Georges County and 
Loudon County, which are among 
the fastest growing counties in 
the Washington area.” 
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FREE FLU SHOTS 

Free influenza vaccinations will 
be offered on Oct. 20 from 9 a.m. 
to noon by the Prince Georges 
County Health Department at 
Green Ridge House, 22 Ridge Rd., 
in Greenbelt. 

Persons who have difficulty cop¬ 
ing with influenza because of age 
or chronic health problems are 
at high risk for further complica 
tions from the disease and are 
invited to receive the vaccination. 

Fsn««i*11v at risk are adults 
and children with chronic disor¬ 
ders of the cardiovascular or pul¬ 
monary systems that require on¬ 
going medical attention and resi¬ 
dents of nursing homes and other 
chronic-care facilities. 

At moderate risk are those 65 
of age or older, as well as adults 
and children who have required 
regular medical follow-up or hos¬ 
pitalization during the preceding 
year because of diabetes or other 
chronic metabolic disease, renal 
dysfunction, anemia, or immune- 
suppression. A third category 
are children six months through 
18 years of age who are receiv¬ 
ing long-term aspirin therapy. 
Pregnant women should discuss 
immunization with physicians. 

Individuals who care for high- 
risk persons and health-care 
personnel may decide to be im¬ 
munized to prevent transmission 
of influenza to high-risk persons 
and to protect their own health. 
Persons who have severe allergies 
to eggs should not be vaccinated. 
For additional information call 
the Health Department’s Com¬ 
municable Disease Control Office 
at 386-0110.

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Referendum Urged 

We want to alert the Green- 
belt citizenry to the great pos¬ 
sibility that city council may de¬ 
cide to borrow millions without 
explicit voter consent. 

On July 21, 1988 the city man¬ 
ager submitted a memo to the 
mayor and council re “Alterna¬ 
tives for $6 Million Bond Is¬ 
sue.” In the opening para¬ 
graph he states ”... we are 
still about $3.5 million short in 
doing the bond issue projects 
and need additional funds for the 
Public Works addition and the 
North End School.” He then 
presents five possible funding 
alternatives for council to consi¬ 
der. 

These funding alternatives 
are: 

1. Seek voter authorization to 
sell more general obligation 
bonds; 2. Utilize the authority 
granted in Sec. 59 of the Char¬ 
ter and borrow funds for 10 
years; 3. Amend or revoke Sec. 
59 of the Qharter and borrow 
funds for 20 or more years; 4. 
Delete the indoor swimming pool 
from the bond issue program 
and seek additional funds of $1 
million; or 5. Do not buy all of 
Parcels 1 and 2. 

From council's actions so far 
we get the distinct impression 
that council is leaning towards 
alternative 2: borrowing funds 
without a referendum. On the 
one hand council is progressing 
with preparations for building 
the indoor pool and is negotiat¬ 
ing with the owners of Parcels 
1 and 2. No preparations what¬ 
soever are being made to pre¬ 
sent the voters with a bond issue 
referendum. Actually, the mo¬ 
nies budgeted by the city mana¬ 
ger for a bond referendum elec¬ 
tion were deleted by _ council 
from the final budget. Not only 
does alternative 2 give council 
the authority to borrow needed 
funds for 10 years (for example 
by taking out a mortgage loan) 
without explicit voters' consent, 
but this method of financing is 
also more expensive than selling 
obligation bonds. For every dol¬ 
lar the city will have to pay 
when issuing bonds, the city 
might have to pay as much as 
$1.45* when taking out a mort¬ 
gage loan. 

We are appalled by this “so¬ 
lution” to the funding problem 
created in 1985 by council, when 
the voters were faced with a list 
of projects which* could not be 
covered by the amount of the 
proposed bond issue. 

So far, the city has issued $5 
million in bonds. The total cost 
of this issue (including $4.4 mil¬ 
lion in interest payents) is $9.4 
million. The interest costs of the 
final $1 million of the 1985 Bond 
Issue and of the additional $3.5 
million now needed will be at 
least $4 million and possibly 
much more in case the money 
is acquired through the issue of 
a mortgage loan. This will bring 
the total costs of borrowing this 
$4.5 million to at least $8.5 mil¬ 
lion and of borrowing the entire 
$9.5 million to at least $17,9 mil¬ 
lion, 

(Note: This assumes that the 
$1 million, authorized by council 
in June 1987 to cover the cost 
overrun of the pool, is included 
in the needed $3,5 million. Oth¬ 
erwise, all figures have to be in¬ 
creased accordingly.) 

If, by referendum, the voters 
say that this is what they want: 
so be it. In our democracy we 
abide by the wishes of the ma¬ 
jority, We can't let 50 or 100 
citizens attending a council 
meeting or talking to coun¬ 
cil members circumvent the will 
of thousands of tax-paying citi¬ 
zens. We oppose this method and

More to the Story? 

We're very concerned about 
Greenbelt Center School's future. 
A survey will be going out th’s 
month from the school board to 
all parents of children attending 
Center School. Before returning 
this survey, parents may want 
to consider this: 

The renovation plan does pro¬ 
vide for a “new” building. Ele¬ 
vators would remedy mobility 
problems and a proposed new 
addition contains nine more 
classrooms, a courtyard, media 
center, choir room and a dining 
area. The 1968 addition would 
also be remodeled. 

Someone is not telling parents 
the whole story. The school 
could be renovated while the 
children are still in it. This 
could be done in phases using 
temporary buildings on the site. 
As one area is completed, chil¬ 
dren can move in and another 
phase begins. Why is this not 
an option? 

Is it a building that makes 
a good school or the administra¬ 
tion and teachers within it? 
The best learning environment is 
not the physical make-up of the 
school. Does it really matter 
that the classrooms are inter¬ 
spersed with the offices, gymna¬ 
sium, auditorium and cafeteria? 
Why would students be better off 
at another site ? 

Busing our kids to another 
school, such as Bladensburg 
Elementary, seems to be a scare 
tactic to get parents to give in 
to another plan that is more 
palatable and more in line with 
what the administration and 
school board really seem to 
want: a new school at another 
location. 

We feel we're not being rep¬ 
resented with all the options a- 
vailable. Have the school admin¬ 
istration and school board al¬ 
ready made up their minds ? 
Will this survey really be con¬ 
sidered in the board's decision ? 
And what options will be given 
to us on this survey — only 
the ones they want us to be a- 
ware of ? 

Parents need to ask more 
questions! We do not want to 
see Center School stand as a 
reminder of what it once was. 
With Roosevelt Center being 
considered for revitalization, we 
want to keep Center School the 
heart of community activity. 
Keep Center School in the center 
of old Greenbelt where it be¬ 
longs. Your children's educa¬ 
tional future will be decided by 
the school board on October 31, 
so send in that survey and make 
your voice heard.

Check It Out! 

On September 26 there was a 
public hearing on the proposed 
indoor pool at City Hall. There 
were almost 100 family members 
of the swimming team in attend¬ 
ance along with a handful of 
civilians. It is fitting that those 
related to the swimming team 
be interested in the indoor pool: 
27% of the proposed schedule 
for non-summer swimming is 
devoted to swim team practices, 
A lot of the remainder of op¬ 
erating time is devoted to lao 
swimming. 

During the summer, in the 
outdoor pool, lap swimming was 
restricted by the life guards to 
one person per lane. There are 
seven lanes in the proposed in¬ 
door pool. I hope the News Re¬ 
view will consider publishing the 
city's proposed schedule for the 
indoor pool. Every Greenbelt 
citizen ought to find in the 
schedule where (or more appro¬ 
priately, when) he or she is 
being invited to swim. 

This pool as proposed, will 
cost 2.5 million dollars, before 
overruns. During the meeting, 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld invited 
the architect to submit an esti¬ 
mate for additional features 
which would service the same 
constituency as the rest of the 
pool, the swimming team. Pre¬ 
sumably, the additional money 
would be that which otherwise 
would be spent on parkland ac¬ 
quisition.

“We’re about a million dollars 
short.” The vote was 3 to 0. 

Requests 

On behalf of the 629th Mili¬ 
tary Intelligence Battalion (CE- 
WI), Capt. Kevin Jenkins invited 
council to the first Action Guard 
Awareness Day on November 6.

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Radon Testing in All GUI Buildings 
Ordered by Housing Co-ops Boards

At its Sept. 22 meeting, 
the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. au¬ 
thorized the testing of every 
building in the cooperative 
for evidence of excessive le¬ 
vels of radon. This decision 
follows a national health ad¬ 
visory issued this month 
which urged that all homes 
in the nation be tested for 
this naturally occurring gas 
which can seep up into homes 
from the ground. The gas 
is odorless and invisible. 

The amount of radon present 
is measured in picocuries per 
liter of air (pCi/1). The Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency (E- 
PA) has established four pCi/1 
as the threshold above which 
some action to lower the level 
should be taken. 

GHI General Manager Ron 
Colton reported to the board that 
34 tests, involving more than 100 
units, have already been made in 
GHI and that in no case has the 
radon level been above two 
pCi/1. Most of these tests were 
made in crawl spaces or base¬ 
ments where levels would be ex¬ 
pected to be higher than in the 
living units. 

Test Procedure 

The test mandated by the 
board involves doing at least one 
test in the crawl space of each 
building. Since the crawl space 
is open under the whole building 
(in most cases), it is anticipated 
that each building will only need 
to be tested once. If the crawl 
spaces are separated, tests will 
be performed under individual 
units, according to Assistant 
Manager Steve Wright Individ¬ 
ual tests will also be made in 
or under units with basements, 
he said. Tests are expected to 
start after the crawl spaces are 
closed in for the winter, at abouu 
the end of October. Members 
will be informed of the results 
of the tests, Wright said. 

Colton indicated that each test 
kit would cost about ten dollars; 
he said some small saving could 
be made if the kits are purchased 
together. 

Director Nancy Hutchins, who 
said the corporation should per¬ 
form the test “to set the mem¬ 
bers' minds at ease,” made the 
motion to authorize the testing 
program. The motion was ap¬ 
proved unanimously. 

Patronage Dividend 

The good news announced at 
the meeting was the receipt of a 
patronage dividend from the Na¬ 
tional Cooperative Bank consist¬ 
ing of $79,301.76 in cash and 
317,207,06 shares of Class C stock. 
Colton's report to the board in¬ 
dicated that the dividend was 
much larger than expected since 
substantial amounts of the GHI 
loans held by the bank have been 
sold to other investors. 

At present, the Class C stock 
has no realizable value. Direc¬ 
tor Margaret Hogensen, who sits 
on the NCB board, said that in 
her opinion it is a priority in the 
bank to create value for this 
stock at some time in the future. 

Trees Threatened 

After the good news came the 
bad. Tree loss and die-back in 
GHI has been so high this sum¬ 
mer that the management was 
forced to ask for additional funds 
for the tree trimming and re¬ 
moval budget for the second time 
this year. Colton attributed the 
loss to the severe drought. Dam¬ 
age from the August 15 storm 
also consumed about $6000 in 


tree maintenance funds, Colton 
said. The board voted unani¬ 
mously to add another $10,000 
to the tree trimming and remov¬ 
al budget. 

Gypsy moths are also expect¬ 
ed to do extensive damage to 
trees in the city and the sur¬ 
rounding area next year. The 
board discussed a letter from 
spearhead an effort to accomp¬ 
lish widespread spraying in the 
city and surrounding woods dur¬ 
ing the brief period next May 
when the larvae can be killed 
by spraying. 

Corell's letter stated that 
many trees can be saved by 
spraying “for a few years, 
while tne infestation is manage¬ 
able, in order to control the dam¬ 
age in the immediate area until 
the disaster programs in the 
surrounding areas are started.” 

Colton said that Joe Whelan, 
Director of Maintenance, was to 
meet soon with state forest rep¬ 
resentatives to work on a plan. 
Wright indicated that GHI is 
also working with city officials 
on this problem. 

GHI a Tree Farm 

Colton announced that the 
Maryland Tree Farm Committee, 
a division of the American For¬ 
estry Association, has designat¬ 
ed GHI as a certified tree farm 


in the American Tree Farm Sys¬ 
tem. This status is reserved for 
land owners who are actively 
managing their property for 
timber, wildlife, recreation, and 
watershed protection. On a mo¬ 
tion by Hogensen, the board 
commended Whelan and his staff 
for their hard work in making 
this designation possible. 

Indoor Pool 

Member Charles Hagelgans of 
Crescent Rd. appeared before the 
board to support his position that 
the planned indoor pool should 
be built in Greenbelt East, pos¬ 
sibly in Schrom Hills Park. In a 
letter to the city's Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board, he said 
that the pool could become a 
recreational focal point in the 
eastern part of the city, draw¬ 
ing patronage from the surroun¬ 
ding areas. He noted that park¬ 
ing space would be less of a 
problem there. He made a main 
point that the proposed location 
in Roosevelt Center will preclude 
future expansion of either the 
indoor or outdoor poojs and that 
he feels the outdoor pool is al¬ 
ready too small. 

The board took no position on 
his recommendation. Director Ray 
McCawley said he thought the 
question could be divisive and

service has a conscientious 
staff and a growing, devoted 
ridership, but its excessive 
cost has Public Works Direc¬ 
tor George Smith saying 
that the Greenbelt Connec¬ 
tion may be too successful. 

Many new riders enjoy the 
courteous, prompt service partly 
because of the staff's willing¬ 
ness, literally, to go the extra 
mile for their clients. 

Everyone is pleased with this 
new demand, but the Greenbelt 
Connection, budgeted at $60,000, 
only brings in $6,000 in revenues, 
said Assistant City Manager Mi 
chael McLaughlin. 

A jump in the numbers of 
school children and an unex¬ 
plained rise of working adults 
using the service have swollen 
ridership figures, McLaughlin 
said. Before this, he estimated 
the ridership to be 80 percent 
older women. 

Julian Weiss, a freelance wri¬ 
ter, who lives at 24 Ct. Ridge 
Road, called the door-to-door ser¬ 
vice “an outstanding feature of 
the city.” He has used it to re¬ 
trieve his car from th* repair 
shop and to keep appointment:-: 
when an injury temporarily stop 
ped him from driving. 

“I hate to walk alone,” said 
Nina Hardy, a senior at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. She re¬ 
lies on the Connection to get her 
home safely when she leaves 
school early for her work/study 
program. 

To keep to their budget, Mc¬ 
Laughlin and his staff are study¬ 
ing ways to combine trips and 
use scheduled runs to specific lo¬ 
cations in an attempt to handle 
the demand. 

A new Ford bus given to 
Greenbelt by the county may re¬ 
lieve some of the strain. Equip¬ 
ped with a wheelchair lift, the 
bus is part of a plan to network 
city bus services into a larger 
system serving Prince Georges 
County. It has just been refitted 
with safety handles for easier 
access.

At its September 19 meeting 
council unanimously approved 
a motion offered by Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld: “The city council 
reaffirms its plans to build an 
in-door pool and purchase par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 in the immediate 
future. In addition, council will 
aggressively seek federal and 
state grants for the purchase of 
parcels 1 and 2.” Weidenfeld 
sought the formal statement fol¬ 
lowing a meeting with Commit¬ 
tee to Save the Green Belt, in 
order to allay their fears that 
the indoor pool project might je¬ 
opardize parkland purchases. 
White followed up with a separ¬ 
ate motion to reaffirm council's 
commitment to establish a multi- 
generational multi-purpose cen¬ 
ter at the old North End school. 
The vote was again unanimous. 

Development Issues 

Council quickly approved the 
Declaration of Covenants offered 
by Greenbrook Associates in re¬ 
turn for support of the Zoning 
Map Amendment Applications 
A-9658, 9695 and 9696, the city 
and the developer represented 
by attorney Cynthia Jurrius of 
Fossett and Brugger, having re¬ 
fined the details at a prior meet¬ 
ing. 

A draft of the covenants was 
approved last spring by council. 
A total of 285 housing units, 33 
townhomes and 252 condomini¬ 
ums. is planned on about 16 ac¬ 
res. Parcel 57, a five-acre tract, 
will not be developed: one acre 
is expected to be deeded to Hun¬ 


ting Ridge to accommodate fu¬ 
ture parking needs and the re¬ 
maining four acres will be deed¬ 
ed to the city for open space. 

A petition by Hunting Ridge 
to utilize a portion of Parcel 57, 
north of Greenway Village Drive, 
for supplemental parking was 
postponed to the October 3 
meeting in order to permit time 
for review by the city solicitor. 

Council approved, without dis¬ 
cussion, the concept plan for the 
remaining smaller office buildings 
on the Maryland Trade Center 
Park finding that the traffic im¬ 
pact would be no greater than 
that wnich was originally plan¬ 
ned. Among the conditions at¬ 
tached to approval was the deed¬ 
ing to the city of a half acre of 
the land originally owned by the 
National Park Service and trans¬ 
ferred to Coakley & Williams. 

The preliminary plan of subdi¬ 
vision for Parcel J of the Capital 
Office Park received a green 
light from the council, again 
without discussion. The 16.2 acre 
parcel J lies north of Cherry- 
wood Lane, leaving almost 29 
acres as undevelopable due to 
lack of street frontage and flood 
plaifi. The portion of the par¬ 
cel to be used is about 12 acres 
and is zoned C-O, Commercial 
Office. Developers plan two 
more office buildings. The coun¬ 
ty has already determined the 
proposed development meets the 
public facilities test. The pre¬ 
liminary plan now goes to the 
planning board for approval.

Greenbelt residents opposed to 
the regular Las Vegas nights. 
Meetrie said those who signed 
the petition felt a tax hike was 
preferable to the gambling. 
When she asked who was present 
at the council meeting specific¬ 
ally to oppose approval of this 
plan, over two dozen people 
raised their hands. 

Meetrie went on to say, “Fire¬ 
men shouldn’t be subsidizing the 
equipment, the city should.” She 
questioned why the fire depart¬ 
ment wasn’t receiving m<*re fun¬ 
ding from the county. 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram explained that the equip¬ 
ment was owned by the GVFD&- 
RS. If the county pays for a 
piece of equipment, it has the 
right to move that piece of 
equipment to another station in 
the county. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld said that in order to retain 
the vehicle’s title, the fire de¬ 
partment must contribute 51% 
toward the cost of the vehicle. 

Citizens voiced other concerns 
about the plan. Roberta McCarthy 
brought up the Prince Georges 
County law which prohibits or¬ 
ganizations from holding Las 
Vegas nights more than twice 
a week. She noted that by being 
the host instead of the organiza¬ 
tion actually holding the event, 
however, the fire department 
would not be bound by these re¬ 
strictions. McCarthy said she 
felt this was a violation of the 
intent of the law, 

Mark Davis, president of Wood¬ 
land Hills Community Associa¬ 
tion, said, “It is inappropriate 
for the City of Greenbelt to be 
landlord to a casino.” Long-time 
Greenbelt resident Nat Shinder- 
man agreed and said it was bad 
for the city’s image. 

Rebate from County? 

After Dutton withdrew the re¬ 
quest, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 
the city would look into getting 
tax money back from the county 
that is paid by Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents for county fire service. 
This might provide part of the 
funds needed for the new pump¬ 
er, He said, “If we all work to¬ 
gether, we will find a way to 
raise revenues in a way that is 
acceptable to the community.”

Dutton said he left Monday 
night’s meeting with $900 in do¬ 
nations. He indicated that while 
a fund drive might solve the 
funding problem for a new pum¬ 
per, a more long-term solution 
was needed. He said, “What will 
we do in two years when wa 
need a new ambulance?” 

After the council meeting, 
Weidenfeld told the News Re¬ 
view he thought getting tax 
money back from the county 
was the way to go. Since Green¬ 
belt citizens already pay a tax 
to the county for fire service, a 
city tax for fire equipment 
would be double taxation. He 
said he would have staff look 
into this matter.
